You may o nly be thinking o f 
sav ing tires, bu t more carefu l operation of y o ur ca r a lso mea ns 
less gas and oil u sed, less wear on mechanical pa rts, less likeli­ 
hood of accidents, inju ries and replacement of 
ha rd-to -g et pa rts. 
Here are some su ggestions 
that other ex perienced driv ­ 
ers hav e fou nd effectiv e: 
Depress the clu tch pedal 
while 
starting

engine. 
Then the battery isn’t giv en the ex tra job of tu rning the tra ns­ 
mission gears. 
Do n’t ra ce the motor du ring the warm-u p perio d. By ta king 
it easy at first y ou sav e gas and giv e the oil a cha nce to g et 
to work. 
Use the hand choke (if y ou hav e one) spa ring ly . Impro per 
u se wastes gas and may cau se seriou s dilu tion of o il in the 
crankcase. 
Shift g ea rs at the lowest practical speed. Low g ea r is needed 
principally to ov ercome starting inertia. Shift to hig h between 
15 and 25 miles an hou r. Remember: y ou pay fo r a ja ck-ra bbit 
start in tire and clu tch wear and ex tra gas u sed—and the fel­ 
low y ou ou tdistance u su ally pu lls u p beside

traffic light.

Today 
we are nearing: the completion of a 
$10,000 building:, boastingly w e say 
one of Anson’s finest. $16,000 worth 
of equipment is stored arid in tra n ­ 
sit to be installed in this plant for 
the manufacturing: of cheese.
